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PASSING THE BATON
AND PROPER TURNING
KEY T0 RELAY RACING

Crouch Is Effective in the
Speedy Get-away for
Runners — Relay Men
Should Train in Squads.
Details of Team Work.

ARTICLE IX.

As In every other athletie event, thera
Is 0 right and o wrong way to run relny
races. ‘To.run relnys properly the ath-
letes must sct for themselves. By thnt
15 meant, he must cut out hils Own poce,
know the apeed of hla opponents uand
when the streteh comes In slght get up
on his toes for o fMnal burst to the thpe
The relay race ls much the same at all
distances, 1f 1t Is sprint event, the
touch-off is the all-lmportant thing, next
to phystenl condltion.

The right way to touch off in a relay
la accomplighed only after a good bit of
practios, and athletic conches pay much
more attention 1o thin phase of the Work
than #ny other. The runncers may be in
the pink of condition for this évent, nnd
vet, If they do not touch off properly anid
within the fair zone, all thely preparation
{8 for nrught. Disqualification has ;-ro'\:n--l
digastrous to wonderful relay ténms. Too
muech attention, therefore, eannot be
glven this most Important featurs,

The fArst relayist may use the standing
start or ho may crouch on his mark
There W no set rale. The crouch will be
found more effective for u quick getiowiy.
Then the judgment of the runner will
have to be relled upon to enabie him to
finish the distance properly. The runner
who I8 finishing should carry the baton
in his left hand and should pass the stick
to his relleér mun with that hand extended
The relief man should reach well back of

his mark for the buton, with his r.ght
arm extendnd and with a roll-like motiun

at the hips get under way for the pocond |

relay.

The runner who ls finishing his distan e,
after having passed the baton with his
left hand to the succeeding runter, whi
tukes it with his right, moves rapldly off
the track at right anglés to the “pale.™
Never Nnish your *tale-up’” run on the
truck, but get awany toward the rim (fur-
thest from the pole) the inatant your min
geta the etick, The man who ls getting
Away must not permit his finlahing re-
laviat to overrun him, This la lost time,
as one can readlly see, The rellef mun

should be able 8o well 1o gauge the dis-
tince between them that the baton I
passed at full arm's length
considerable time If handled right,
constant practice one will e able ko well
to judge the finigh of his mate that not
an instant will be loat

A valunbie help to the man who s fin-
ishing the relay ls to have his teammate
stand squarely dcross the track (fuclng
the runners) %o that the embiem of the
college, school or clib will be readily
seon by the advancing uthlete, This will
prevent any confusion In his mind, When

When your man is about % vards from
you turn to the proper position for re-
celving the baton, with your right srm ex-
tended and your back to the pole, and get

Running & relay requires the samae
amount of care In training ks spectaity
work, The mere fact that you have tnree
stur athletes for the other part of the
relay should not lesseén your Interest in
the least. You make It a point to run
fuster than you have ever done and fwel
that yvou did your part. Tralning for the
relay should be done In sqiads, The buest
results are obtalned when each man
knows exactly what his fellowa can do
This conflilence s half of the Liattle,

Getting away with the gun la neces-
sary in a blg feld of starters Onoe
clenr of the jam on the first curve, settle
down ta your customary race stride
After you hove nearly covered your dles
tapce don't forget the final buret 1o the
tape. This should be secomplishied at the
expuine of every nerve and muscle, for
your work for the day s virtually
ended. Ho “hit it up' to the finish, A
bit of punishment won't hurt you the least
In the last sprint to the tape If you are
properly conditioned, and it may be the
means of winniog the race for your team.
